Considering applicant's argument regarding the election of species, the examiner 
is hereby withdrawing the restriction requirement and thus all of the claims are 
examined on the merits. 

Status of the claims 

Claims 1-17 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a method of fabricating a liquid crystal display device comprising several steps as 
claimed, more specifically the step of providing a cliche (substrate) or an organic layer 
on the substrate hiaving a plurality of grooves, each of the grooves having different 
depths and widths including all other recited steps is considered novel. 

4. USPAT 6,233,031 discloses a method for producing a reflector. US 
2002/0004182 discloses a method of fabricating microstructures on a substrate wherein 
first selected regions of the resist layer are exposed to an environment and then 
developed in the developer solution to expose selected regions of the substrate surface. 
USPAT 5,527,663 is related to a method of manufacturing a medium having ajriagnetic 
pattern wherein the steps includes forming a first groove in a substrate by photoetching 
and forming a second groove (different in depth) in the first groove or in a portion 
adjacent to the first groove by photoetching. However, the USPAT 5,527,663 fails to 
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teach or suggest anything about liquid crystal as well as the steps such as transferring 
the resist onto a printing roll to form a plurality of resist portions along a circumference 
of the printing roll and applying the resist portions onto a surface of an etching layer 
wherein the applied resist portions form a resist pattern along the surface of the etching 
layer. US 2004/0125249 and US 2003/0124866 and USPAT 6.759,348 (all of them 
commonly assigned) are related to a method of fabricating a liquid crystal display device 
similar to the claimed invention. However, all of these references alone or in 
combination with any other prior art references fail to teach or suggest the limitation 
such as the plurality of grooves each having different depths and widths.
